SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—It's a great thing to have a

He has furnished a lot 
of hot air for the graft prosecution organs and promised tre- 
mendous revelations at the proper time. But lie has never 
come through. At none of the trials has evidence of conse- 
quence dug up by Burns been produced. He has done the 
prosecution some service by bluffing witnesses and jurors, but 
he has not supplied any real testimony. 


The alleged proofs he has furnished are all tainted with 


deals and suspicion of subornation. The people he gets his al- 
leged facts from are all dirtv, and are themselves dodging the 
law and skulking along the seamy side of life. As a rule, they 
are so disreputable that even Henej- shrank from putting them 
on the stand to swear against men of property, social eminence 
and high business standing. 


On the street it is common talk that Rpreckels and Phe- 


lan have demanded that Burns produce something better than 
vague stories from the tenderloin, told by the people who reek 
with infamy and evil report. They want something better 
for their money than generalizations which may he invented 
over a stein of beer in any saloon backroom. In Ihc Semnitz, 
Glass and Ford trials did Bums produce evidence worth con- 
sidering? What he had the prosecution was ashamed to use, 
and the kind of stuff lie supplied the Bullet in p-iri ?'"11 has 


finally revolted the public stomach.

time Rudolph Spreckols and Heney have gianted immunity 
to the grafters, and Steffens and Wyman have been lost sight 
of. No attempt has been made to prosecute Maestretti of the 
numerous misdeeds laid at his door. 


But Heney, who got the two rascals pardoned, has been 
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immortalized by Lincoln Steffens in a muck-raking magazine. 
StefEens has been excused on the ground that he is not respon- 
sible for the matter that sticks to the rake. 


It turns out now, however, that Lincoln Steffens, the muck- 


raker and biographer of Heney, is own cousin to Steffens, the 
convict and ballot-box staffer. His eulogy of Heney, therefore, 
ceases to be a mystery. 
The neglect to prosecute Maestretti 


and call Steffens and Wyman as witnesses is also explained. 


The arts of the pea-and-shell game are not lost in the 


practice of the higher branches of reform. 


I hear that Big Jim Gallagher came back from the East 


with a grouch on. He complains that the graft prosecution 
has violated the agreement he entered into with Spreckels, 
Heney and Burns. 


He says George Duffey was not to be indicted nor called 


on to give testimony, but that after he (Gallagher) had deliv- 
ered his goods against Tirey L. Ford, Duffey was indicted and 
placed in jeopardy. 


Duffey has privately told his friends that Gallagher lied in 


saying ho was paid $5000 on account of the trolley franchise. 
Duffey says Gallagher may have collected the graft on his ac- 
count, 1 nit if he did so he kept the money himself. No wonder 
Gallagher is sore at being put in an awkward position by his 
friends of the graft prosecution. To be charged with holding 
out on an old pal is very aggravating. 


Gumshoe Burns does not find his role of patron saint of 


the tenderloin all smooth sailing. A disposition has developed 
in the Police Commission not to recognize the ante-election 
contracts which Aleck Greggains, the "Kid" Sullivan of the 
prosecution, peddled through the redlight section in consider- 
ation of votes and other aids for the ticket of the civic purifiers. 


T\\ o saloon men who boasted that they had Burns for their 


patron and could do as they pleased in the undergroove section, 
suddenly found themselves without a license. The vote of the 
Police Commission stood throe to one, and it is stated that this 
ratio •« ill be maintained in relation to all f omis of licensed evil 
which Gumshoe Bill and his angels of municipal light un- 
dertake to finance or guarantee special prvileges. 


B\ reason of this controversy between the Police Commis- 


sion, 01 a majority of it, and Bums and Greggains, the "busi- 
ness men" of the tenderloin are in a quandary and do not 
know in ^hich direction to look for special favors at this time. 


The banking flurry is at an end. The special holidays 


have boon off for a week, and the bankers are now declaring 
that there never was any good reason for them anyway. Some 
of the banks were timid and for that reason the stronger insti- 
tution? conceded their request for a holiday. 
The country 


banks became frightened and began to demand money from 
the city repositories in proportion to their fears and not in ac- 
cordance with their needs. Of course, they did not get what 
they a^ked for and they began dragging money from every 
available source and piling it up in their vaults, expecting that 
something,might happen. 


The course of the interior banks in carrying two and three 


times as large a coin reserve as is their custom at this time of 
the year, contributed to the coin stringency with the city banks 
that have usually been the repositories of this surplus. 


The holidays have been over for a week and nothing of 


importance has happened. The banks are continuing busi- 
ness on the same lines they have followed for two or three 
weeks past. Practically normal conditions were developed 
before the public realized fie fact. Gold is being paid over the 
counters of the banks whenever it is needed, and the paper 
Clearing Hcruse certificates are being slowly retired and can- 
celled. It is the intention of the Clearing House to retire all 
this paper money as soon as it can do so. With the return of 
normal conditions of business and the removal of the holiday 
ban the banking business has shown an increase in volume 
and some very large transactions have been had during the 
week. The retail holiday trade has not been up to standard 
because of the inclement weather and the banks as well as the 
stores have felt its effects. 


The financial nervousness of 1907 
would have quickly 


passed into a mere memory in this city were it not for the dis- 
reputable wrecking o£ the California Safe Deposit and Trust 
-Company. The rottenness of that affair is still being uncov- 
ered, and furnishes daily a reminder of what banking may be. 
The public, with reason, have been arguing that their informa- 
tion from the Bank Commission and other sources was that 
this bank was all right; what reason have they to believe that 
the others are any sounder than the one that has been closed? 


But with all the talk by depositors that they would draw 


their money from the banks at the earliest opportunity but few 
have acted on their threat. The commercial banks hold inti- 
mate relations with their depositors at all times and during the 
special holidaysmany heart to heart talks were had between large 
depositors and bank officials. When the holidays ceased the 
commercial banks knew t'o within a very small margin what 
their customers would do. 


The savings banks were well protected by the law requir- 


ing notice of withdrawal of deposits and other legislation in 
their favor. While it was thought that there might be small 
runs on the savings institutions the day following the cessa- 
tion of the holidays, there were not enough people to form a 
line in front of the paying teller's desk in any bank. Deposi- 
tors are being paid such money as they need, on proper showing 
of what disposal they propose to make of it. Persons need- 
ing coin for ordinarv living expenses are allowed to draw $100 
a month. Some of the banks are paying depositors gold and 
others in paper. 
The Hibernia bank has paid nothing but 


gold OA 
rer its counters since Hie beginning of the disturbance, 


although it has accepted paper certificates on deposit. The 
paper is used to meet construction payrolls, the bank advanc- 
ing money for the erection of no less than eight Class 
tures on Market street alone. 


It is generally understood by those familiar with the bank- 


ing laws that Judge Coffey will appoint a receiver for Brown's 
bank, and why he is delaying action is a puzzle to many. The 
factional differences over the rehabilitation of the bank has 
caused much whispering of plans to that end but none thus 
far presented are practicable. The effort of the First Federal 
Trust Company, a Spreckels concern, to get hold of the defunct 
bank that it might revel on the fat pickings the carcass might 
furnish, appears to have been frustrated, although the same 
Trust Company did take the trusteeship of the Colton Estate 


of Santa Cruz. 


Now the name of R. H. Hotaling, capitalist, railroad man, 


breeder of fine cattle, liquor dealer and actor is being men- 
tioned ill connection with a whispered scheme to rehabilitate 
the bank. It is not expected that much will come of this as 
Hotaling has no more money than other ordinarih rich men, 
at this time. The Knickerbocker Trust Company, which was 
the storm center of the New York money disturbance, is un- 
derstood to have boon engaged in financing the bonds oi Hotal- 
ing 's railroad in Marin county. 


The financial sore spot at the corner of California and 


Montgomery streets will probably ultimately be placed in the 
financial sick ward with a receiver appointed by Judge Coffey, 
endeavoring to so nurse its not very substantial assets that 
they will return the depositors from 20 to 40 per cent sometime 
in the dim future. 


There is a new political boss in training for San Francisco. 


He is Harry McKauney, secretary to Mayor Taylor. McKan- 
ney. it is said, would like to succeed Dan Ryan as a Republican 
leader, and to that end is using such influence as he commands 
in the distribution of municipal patronage, 


Ryan has been ordered >by the Spreckels-Isador Jacobs 


bunch to get out of the vice-presidency of the Lincoln Steffens 
League under penalty of being both roasted and grilled by the 
organettes. But Ryan to date has failed to display any un- 
due activity in the line of retiring. The outlook is that Mc- 
Kanney will have a long wait for Ryan's job in connection with 
the machine, and that the new aspirant for boss may have to 
look in another direction for a peg on which to hang his am- 
bitions to become a "leader." 


Rudolph Spreckels appears to be posting "keep off the 


grass'' signs all around his private United States Senatorial 
plaza, which he has undertaken to preempt for himself. It is 


^ 


apparent from the declarations of Rudolph's two official or- 
ganettes that he is the only political goat that is to be permit- 
ted to browse on this reservation. 


Francis J. Heney was first shooed out of the Spreckels' 


Senatorial park, and then Congressman E. A. Hayes was 
chased through the gates of the paddock and notified never to 
return under penalty of incurring the displeasure of the organs 


—both female.

Now notice has been served on Pardee, the former Gov- 


ernor of California, to "Get thee gone, George,1' and the man 
from Oakland who is credited with having a secret ambition 
to wear the toga must cast it out. The Spreckels organettes 
have undertaken to state to whom they will not deliver the 
new private political party, sometimes known as the Lincoln 
Steffens League, and no doubt the obverse will obtain and the 
angels oi' civic reform will undertake to deliver the political 
machine of their own manufacture to the candidate of their 
choice. 


It has been published in papers of general circulation that 


George C. Pardee and Francis J. Heney participated in the 
organization of the new party, but that now appears to bo a 
strictly private machine run and controlled by the moneyed 
section of the now divided prosecution. 


There is a rumor in political prosecution circles that 


Spreckels is complaining of the general sartorial style and 
make-up effects of the toga. He may have one made to his own 
liking—when he gets there. His, taste it is related, rather runs 
to a purple robe trimmed with ermine. Possibly ho will be 
obliged to remain content, or discontented, with an ordinary 


?rcoat sometimes denominated a "Benjamin." 


District Attorney William H. Langdon is back again. He 


arrived one day ahead of his announced schedule1, but that is 
thought to have resulted-from his having shortened his inter- 
view with Heney in ono of tha cities of the Middle West. With 
the arrival of the District Attorney come some statements, 
credited to him, which, notwithstanding their source, excite a 
measure of interest. One announcement is that "things in the 
District Attorney's office will bo different after tho first of the 
year." Inquiry in respect to tho meaning of this suggestive 
statement elicits for reply: 
"Oh, Langdon lias boon badly 


handicapped all along, but the handicap will be removed after 
Januarv 1."

That Langdon has been carrying too much weight to per- 


mit of his doing any effective service for the people who elected 
him to the responsible office he has held for two years was 
apparent to all who were familiar with his efforts or lack of 


effort. But the character of that "handicap" has never been 
made generally known and consequently is of interest in view 


of Langdon's admission of the lead in his official saddle. 
Langdon might explain more in detail and uniil he does the 


ciiizens may guess as best tliev may in respect to the nature of 
this heavy weight carrying by the District Attorney for the 
past year or more. 


It is a matter of general knowledge that Langdon turned 


the office to which he was elected by the people, and duly sworn 
to properly conduct, over to a special prosecution seeking pri- 
vate revenge and personal profits. On the basis of what trade 
or agreement this was done, the tourist lecturer on civic re- 
formation and knocking of San Francisco might enlighten the 
interested. In a recently inspired article published in an East- 
ern magazine, the writer alleged in detail that Langdon re- 
jected all overtures for the relinquishment of his public trust 
to a private junta until he had a secret interview with Rudolph 
Spreckels. Possibly in that very private interview the "handi- 
r-ap" of which Langdon*s friends now complain was furnished. 


Langdon might tell the story of the penalty that was im- 


posed on him and whether the handicap to abandon his office 
and surrender it to outsiders with personal axes to grind was 
agreed upon at that very secret meeting. 


Right on the top of these mysterious references to "handi- 


caps" Langdon announces in the public prints that during the 
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next two years he will prosecute the graft cases more vigor- 
ously than ever. This he might'do without any excessive effort 
on'his part for the alleged" District Attorney's relations with 
his office during the year about to close have been both farcical 
and contemptible. 


As though these series of shocks the District Attorney has 


administered the public since his return were not sufficient im- 
post for the citizens, Langdon adds another in his announce- 
ment that he win not again be a candidate for office. San Fran- 


r-isco has suffered much from seismic disturbance, from fire, 
from unpaid insurance, from the much-disputed bubonic 
plague and also from bank wrecking, and it would appear that 
it cannot endure much more. But here comes Langdon with 
an announcement of his own retirement. But San Francisco 
has proven her great vitality and it wiU undoubtedly bear up 
under the violent upheaval that would result from Langdon's 
retirement to private life. By the way, "Old Muley," why 
postpone it for two years'? Why not try it now and do away 
with the wearing suspense that will result from such a long

Former Chief of Police George Wittman is making an 


active fight for re-appointment to that 
office.

friends express confidence in his success, although they are 
somewhat trembled over certain municipal charter provisions 
that do not encourage the re-appointment of members of the 
Police Department who have been removed for cause, after 


trial. 


The removal of Captain Mooney from the tenderloin and 


the appointment of Captain Gleason to succeed him is still a 
subject of speculative discussion in that delectable quarter. It 
is said that a "job" was put up on Mooney. Chief Biggy had 
issued an order to that captain to make arrests wherever he 
found three men, or more, engaged in gambling. One evening 
four men "set in" at Frank Daroux's place on Fillmore street 
and engaged, with some demonstration, in a game of bridge 
whist. In a short time Captain Mooney and posse swooped 
down on the quartette and took them to the City Prison in a 
patrol wagon. In the number was A. S. Newburgh, an Assistant 
City Attorney. Bail of $10 was exacted in each case. In ad- 
dition to the ridicule that resulted from the arrest, the pro- 
ceeding being laughed at from one end of Fillmore street to 
the other, "the men arrested threatened to bring suit against 
the city for damages, and possibly include Biggy and Mooney 
as defendants. In anger and disgust Biggy ordered Mooney 
removed to another district where opportunities to make him- 


self ridiculous are less numerous. 


Mayor Taylor has a vein of humor as well as a resistent 


streak in his composition. The Spreckels-Heney-Phela a band 
of self-righteous politicians saw in the approaching reception 
to be tendered the American fleet of fighting ships on their ar- 
rival here an opportunity to perform in the lime light and ad- 
vance their numerous aspirations in the job chasing line. 


Accordingly they caused their evening mouthpiece to pub- 


lish a list of "thoroughly representative" citizens "who have 
done something for the community that pays them honor.'' The 
names suggested in this modest way, and at the suggestion of 
the reform job-chasers themselves, included the graft prosecu-' 
tion. Among the municipal angels that it was asked be ap- 
pointed were many who have been most active in working the 
city great harm by assassination of its leading citizens by in- 
dictment and prosecution without evidence to convict under 
any rule of law written or unwritten. 
Following are a few- 


types of the "thoroughly representative citizens:" Rudolph 
Spreckels, James D. Phelan, Francis J. Heney. Michael Casey, 
Thomas W. Hickey, the attorney for the evening official organ 
of the new graft party; Judge Frank H. Dunne, Judge William 
P. Lawlor. Supervisor Matt I. Sullivan, whose law practice 
includes damage smts against the United Railroads, and whose 
official career has been marked by bis efforts to damage^ the 
property of the corporation which he is suing in his other 
profession; Fred G.- Sanborn, the most willing operative of 
Spreckels and Heney in the late GrandNJury, and B. P. Oliver, 
the foreman of that curious combination of municipal wreckers. 
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Former Mayor Phelan was selected as the proponent of the 


claims of these angels of light to illuminate the pathway of the 
visiting officers of the fleef during their stay in San Fran- 
cisco. James D. visited Mayor Taylor and proceeded to present 
the special claims to recognition of this galaxy that had been 
chosen by special process. 


Taylor is reported to have been most cordial in his treat- 


ment of his visitor. He even complimented Phelan on his Van 
Dyke, dwelling upon the beauties of the carefully pruned hir- 
sute growth as compared to the appendage of the Mayor's chin, 
which, because of its purple tints, is referred to by the hoi polloi 
as "his lilacs." At one time during their friendly intercourse 
the Mayor's arm stole around James D.'s shoulders and the 
latter believed that the prosecution's political committee had 


won the day.

But when the Mayor's list was published it came as a dis- 


appointment, if not a shock, to the civic purifiers, who ex- 
pected to be given an opportunity to appear with their feet in 
the front trough once more. .Not to exceed four of the "sug- 
gested" committee were named by the Mayor. The name of 
Rudolph Spreckels, which was on the Mayor's original list, was 
stricken off because of the recommendation of Phelan and his 
associates, which appears to have worked in an inverse ratio. 
Phelan's name was allowed to stand because of his %ing a 
three-times ex-Mayor of San Francisco. Charles H. Bentley 
was accepted, not because of the recommendation, but by rea- 
son of his representing one of the leading conimcrrial orgauiza- 


itons. 


• By the time Mayor Taylor, had finished the expert work 


with his trusted snickersnee there was little left to solace the 
civic reformers for personal revenge and private politics. The 
Taylor list does not contain an element of municipal wrecking 
for personal gains, but rather of municipal upbuilding, many 
of the men selected having proved themselves the tried and 
true friends of San Francisco. It is as follows:

accuse "Fuzzy-Wuzzy" of being et centric. It is certain that the 
Mavor is playing his office for all the notoriety there is, in it 
for himself as the star perfonner in the municipal administra- 
tion. He evidently intends to see that the spray lights of pub- 
lic notoriety are kept busy playing on him and none of their 
effulgence permitted to illuminate the path of others, in the 
same line of business, if lie can help it. In order to give notice 
to the passing and possibly uninformed public, that his .resi- 
dence is the home of San Francisco's Mayor, he has caused 
two three-branch lights to be placed on either side of the en- 
trance to his house that all who ride or walk in that viciuity 
may be informed that the Mayor has his domicile at that point, 
this special type of illumination being significant of that fact. 


The Mayor is also fond of displaying an independence of 


spirit, is resentful of dictation and even restless under sugges- 
tion relative to appointments-. Notwithstanding one of the 
early announcements of his official career was that he did not 
propose to interfere with the commissions, allowing them to 
conduct their own departments and be held responsible for the

outcome, Taylor is meddling with all the commissions. This 
is said to be on account of the so-called reformers and civic

purifiers, giving him the alternative of participating in the po- 
litical patronage deals to which they are pledged, or being 
hounded and harassed to an untimely grave. 
Already the 


Mavor is beginning to show the effects of the strain of daily 
lectures at the law school, daily and nightly banquets and the 
responsibilities of office to which he pays no excessive atten- 
tion other than in parceling out the jobs. At the recent enter- 
tainment of the Chit Chat Club Mayor Taylor was taken ill as 
the result of too much feasting, and for two hours the physi- 
cians entertained doubts of his recovery, but finally the doctors 
heralded the good news that the Mayor was out of danger.

The ordinance now pending before the Board of Supervis- 


ors granting the United Railroads permission to erect poles 
for an overhead trolley on Pacific avenue is being followed in 
its various degrees of passage with much interest by the gen- 
eral public. Over a year ago when the ordinance, or one of sim- " 
ilar effect, was introduced, Claus, the elder Spreckels, declared 
that if a pole was erected on that thoroughfare he would be 
there with an ax to chop it down. "And I will be beside my 
father," was the dutiful echo of his son Rudolph. Should the 
Supervisors grant the desired privilege, whi&h they probably 
will, the pole chopping contest on Pacific avenue may be most 
exhilarating—particularly if the poles are of iron. 


Mayor Tailor is experiencing difficulty in handling some 


of the commissions as he would like in the distribution of politi- 
cal patronage to the faithful of the Good Government League, 
which has declared by wordy resolution that it does not wish 
and will ask no patronage. Michael Casey, who is reported in 
political circles to have been capitalized with $5000 to be ex- 
pended in handling his wing of the labor party at the primary 
of last August, and who was subsequently appointed president 
of the Board of Public Works, demands the appointment of 
William P. McCabe to the Fire Commission. McCabe ran on the 
Good Government ticket as a Union Labor candidate for 
County Clerk, but was defeated handily by Harry I. Mulcrevy. 
Now Casey wants a political job for his man. 


Mayor Taylor has asked Mario Bollo, one of the incum- 


bent commissioners, to resign on the ground of offensive parti- 
sanship in the municipal campaign. Bollo declares that he 
will not resign. He being a district politician of some repute, 
and able to carry the Forty-first Assembly district on either the 
Democratic or Labor Union cud, with a possibility of his also 
turning in the Republican delegates, Bollo has to be treated 
with greater consideration, even bv a reform administration 
that is building a new political machine for itself than the 
ordinary roustabout at the game. The Fire Commissioner has 
merely' been courteously requested to resign, the Mayor an- 
nouncing that he had no court proof that Bollo is guilty of that 
weird crime of partisanship. 


The Ma.Aor is also confronted with another obstacle in 


Bollo's obstinanty in refusing to mail his resignation. 
The 


Board of Fire Commissioners, under the charter, must be bi- 
partisan. Commissioners Goodman and Wreden are Republi- 
cans. McCabe at the August primar\ made affidavit, in re- 
sponse to a challenge, that he was a Republican. This would 
seem to put an end to McCabe's ambitions unless the Mayor 
retires Goodman vuth the expiration of th'e latter's terui'in Jan- 
uary. But General Goodman has been standing with Tavlor

SAX FRANCISCO, Dec. 28—Penned In 


a tiny cabin on board the schooner Mary 
B. Foster, with a torrent of water pour- 
Ing through a great gap m the vessel's 
side, Mrs. George H. Johnson, the cap- 
tain's wife, had a thrilling escape from 
death on the 
schooner's voyage 
from 


Gray's 
Harbor, 
Washington. 
The 


schooner arrived here today, with a full 
cargo of lumber, after a twenty-day trip. 


Ten days usually is considered a long 


trip for this voyage, but off the Colum- 
bia river December 12 a gale struck the 
schooner, and although scudding along 
under bare poles, the waves ran so high 
as to send her o\er on. her beams end. 


The cargo shifted and Jammed Into the 


port side of the cabin. The partition was 
torn away and the waves rolled Into the 
captain's quarters, filling the bed-room 
and private sitting-room with tons of 
water. The captain, who was ou deck 
at the time, saw the 
catastrophe and 


rushing below was just m time to save 
his wife from being drowned. 


RAGED TWENTY-FOUR HOURS. 
For twenty-four hours the gale raged. 


It 
began in 
the southeast, switched 


around to the 
northwest and finally 


wound up In the 
southwest, where it 


blew so hard that although there was not 
a stitch of canvass on the masts, the 
vessel, almost turned over. 


"Jt was a close call," said 
Captain 


Johnson, ' fo, although no storm can 
=ink a loaded lumber schooner, there is' 
always the danger of turning turtle. Al- 
though I have seen much rough weather 
this was about the worst of my experi- 
ence. Tho spanker and mlzzen 
masts 


were both sprained so that I was unable 
to lift a sail on them and our voyage 
was consequently stretched out to con- 
siderable length.."

i. J. Wachenclorf, practicing physician In 
this city, to,lay shot and killed himself 
within a few minutes after being notified 
that he was under arrest on the charge 
of violating: the postal regulations. 


TVachendorC had been a residen t of 


Sioux Falls since the latter pan of Sep- 
tember. 
The arrest was made by Depu- 


ty United States Marshals Carlton and 
Lamb of this city. 
They proceeded to 


the office of the physician in the bus- 
iness district. 
When he appeared at 


the door In answer to the summons of 
the officeis he had only a portion of his 
clothing on 
When informed of -the na- 


ture of he!- errand, he glanced at the 


warrant for his arrest and then left the 
deputies in the reception loom and went 
to an inner room, off which was a bed- 
room, giving the two deputies to under- 
stand he would accompany them in a few 
minutes, as soon as he could dress. 


Going directly to the bed room he at- 


tempted to shoot himself through the 
Head with a 38-caliber revolver, but, 
missing- his aim, he fired a second shot 
Jnto his head, penetrating the brain and 
causing instant death 


Tho particular charge upon which he 


was arrested was the sending last Febru- 
ary, 
from the postofCIce at Middle Dale, 


Iowa, a threatening letter to Henry 
Quodle of Omaha.

next Tuesday afternoon. The remain- 
der of the ir.nterial already assembled, 
consisting of 7'jOO new .Springfield ri- 
fles and mu h equipment for subma- 
rine mines, :is well as a full cargo of 
general war supplies, will nil the hold 
of the . transport Sherman, to depart 
for Manila c-i January 6. 


The shipment of cartridges to be 


carried by ti.e China is in 5200 boxes.

The officers of the board assert the 
ituatlon is grave and cannot be met auc- 
essfutty • without active co-operation on 
he part of the householders themselves. 


They lay special stress on the follow- 


ng points: 


"The rats must go. This is the key- 


iote of the situation. On reflection, ev- 
erybody will realize the enormity of this 
indertaklng and will understand that no 
anitary corps, however large, can ac- 
lomplish this purpose without the active 
assistance of every responsible person in 
he community. We appeal most earn- 
estly to all citizens, to give their ener- 
getic support to this work. 


'The question will be asked: 'How can 


we protect ourselves against these ob- 
noxious animals?' In the first place, ev- 
ery citizen should co-operate in 
every 


way with the Federal health authorities 
who are conducting the campaign. They 
should be allowed to inspect premises, 
place poisons, trap rats; in short to do 
whatever they deem necessary. 


'All rat food—that Is, slops, garbage, 


refuse etc.—should be carefully removed, 
or, pending removal, kept In metal buck- 
ets with tight covers. 


. PREVENT NESTS. 


All places which harbor ral.s and in 


which, they may breed, must be destroy- 
ed, J. e., all rubbish must be cleared away 
and all firewood should be kept on plat- 
forms, at least one foot above the ground 
and as closely packed as possible. 


The entrance of rats into houses can 


>e almost entirely prevented by provid- 
ng rat-proof concrete basements. 


'All basements arid ground floors should 


be cleared of rubbish, rat holes 
found, 


poison put in and the holes closed by 
covering them with strips o£ metal or 
cementing. 


'Persistent efforts should be made by 


every householder to keep hip premises 
Tee from rats, and catch and poison as 
as many as possible. A safe poison 3'or 
rats consists of equal quantltes of flour 
and plaster parts, thoroughly mixed dry, 
and placed where the rats can get it. A 
pan of water should be near by. A little 
sugar or grated cheese may be 
mixed 


with this preparation to make it more 
appetizing to the rats. 
Rats found or 


caught should not be handled, but picked 
up with sticks and placed at once in 
kerosene or boiling water. 
What ap- 


plies to rats also applies to mice. 


"As fleas play an Important part in the 


dissemination oC disease, they should be 
g-uardftd against and a liberal use of ef- 
ficient insect powder is to be generally 
advocated. 
Mop up wooden floors with 


weak solution of crude carbolic acid to 
destroy the lieas."

Xor is the meteorological record— 


temperature and rainfall—a fair representation of the bay distuct 
It is no fault of the obsener that both fall short of the purpose 
of the establishment of the station. It is claimed, of course, that 
the proximity of the station to the ocean and the difficulty to ob- 
tain a knowledge of the weather conditions two or three hundred 
miles from land militates against the success of the weather pre- 
dictions, as the course of the aerial currents within a given laclius 
out at sea are sfs essential to be known as the direction of the land 
currents within the same radius to make a reasonably correct fore- 
cast.

there is on the west shore of the bay now, and it is entitled to have 
the rest of the world know the true climatic conditions under which 
it is living. It is quite as important to the countrs at large to know 
what the climatic conditions are in Alameda county as it is to be 
informed daily of what they are in Santa Clara county, and it is 
more important from every standpoint that

record of Oakland should be officially announced than it is that 
the record of San Jose should be so made known, for as already 
stated the San Francisco Weather Bureau report never has and 
never can apply to Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda.

nally disgraced. He can come back and 
do H o\er again, but it Is not on record 
that he ever made a practice of H. Over 
there—m England, Germany, and Prance, 
1 mean—the welcher is given only one 
chance. 
"When he's gone there Is littio 


left of. him that can be applied to any 
prosaic pursuit. 


A WELCHER. 


I am Indebted to a sporting archaeolo- 
gist for this story of the pursuit of a 
wclcher and, knowing a lot, he assures 
me that the same scene would be enacted 
If the same accusation arose tomorrow. 
A welcher. says the ancient chronicler, 
js a person who contracts a sporting debt 
without reasonable prospect of paying it. 
There Is no legal remedy against such a. 
defaulter. 
Although the law to a large 
extent countenances the practice of bet- 
ling and will 2ven go to the length of 
lending its police towards keeping such 
order that a multitude may indulge In 
its gambling propensities comfortably. It

Jury of Alameda County labored—at least, it was paid for laboring— 
and it brought forth a report. And the report would not even scare 
a mouse. 


Seriously, if it can be taken seriously, the Grand Jury of Alameda 


County that has just adjourned after being in session a year, is a

just as well have been accused by the District Attorney on the evi- 
dence, adduced; it recommended that many thousands of 
dollars 


•hould be spent in improving the county buildings, which everybody 
.knows should be done; it recommended that a few subordinate gar- 
1'deners, engineers, janitors, copyists, etc., should be fired because they 
'>vere no: earning their pay; it attacked in the same way underlings 
'that could not secure their protection; but did it do one serious, hon- 
est thing that justified the drawing by them of their pay? 


Since December 29, 1906, the Grand Jury was in session until 


last Friday. Nineteen men were paid for attending a number of 
meeting^, besides which most of them were paid mileage. Candidily. 
the resuit of their work is not worth ten cents to the county. Out- 
side of the two useless indictments found, it was discovered that the 
County Clerk's office had a faulty iron ladder that needed fixing. 
iThe foreman of the Grand Jury got the job of fixing it, for a price. 
It was discovered that the secretary of the Grand Jury needed a 
typewriter, although he can not use one. The typewriter was boor- 
rowed from the county and has not been returned yet by Secretary 
Mailler Searles, although it has not been used for county business for 
months. What has he done with it?

Most of the sentences read 
as if they had been written by--iinmigrants of one year, who did not 
know anything about English, but thought that Slavonian, Siciliian 
or Bosnian would do. The copy readers on the various newspapers 
who printed it had the labor of their lives to turn the important 
record into language that could be understood. 


That, however, is of minor importance. One can excuse a man 


for bems ignorant and uncultured, if he knows anything. But when 
a report, officially issued by an official body, gives evidence of lack of 
intelligence on the part of those who issued it, questions arise. 
In 


the report of the G,rand Jury is contained the recommendation that 
the warden'of the insane ward of the receiving hospital should re- 
ceive more pay than S75 a month. James Page, who holds that posi- 
tion, hat- received a salary of $100 a month for a year. If any member 
of the Grand Jury had taken the trouble to investigate, this silly 
blunder would not have been made. And so down all the line, there 
is not a serious, sensible recommendation for the betterment of con- 
ditions in the county government. One man, spending four days of 
his time seriously and conscientiously in the service of the county, 
could have discovered the petty evils that the Grand Jury reported 
on. The nineteen men who were paid to find out what was wrong 
took a year to do it. And they drew pay-for-a year. A singular 
thing, and one that does no credit to the retiring body, is that the 
bills of the members of the Grand Jury for services were presentee 
Friday morning before the report had been issued to the press and 
made public. They wanted their pay right away. 


Work of that sort tends to discredit Grand Juries in this coun- 


try and to call into question the usefulness of Grand Juries gen- 
erally. 


If a body of men are employed and paid and give nothing to thi 


community for what they have done, what is the use of paying them 
What is the use of a grand jury anyhow, if it is to consist merely o 
a bunch of incompetents who take money out of the county and do 
nothing of a useful nature? 


It ;s to be said in justification of some members of the granc 


jury that has just adjourned that some of them wanted to quit some 
weeks ago. 
But District Attorney Brown wanted the grand jun 


to earn their oats, and really accomplish something for the good o 
the county and he kept the body in session. 
It was no use. ^Th 


grand jury adjourned from day to day, taking themselves seriously 
each time, and doing nothing. 


If it was not for the fact that it costs money to the county, such 


a body of people would be laughable. The idea that a body of 'in 
consequents should imagine, and show by their actions that they 
were absolutely convinced thai the destiny of the world and th 
planets of the universe depended on whether they said boo or shoo 
is ridic'.ilous to men who have intelligence anel a sense of humor 
These nineteen geniuses surrounded themselves with as much mys- 
tery, when they held their meelings, as though they were the Holy 
.yehme. Gerichte, passing on life and death. It is to laugh. 


An,l most people who know do laugh. But it is a shame that 


the occasion for laughter should be offered by a body .that was chosen 
to do a good service to the populace. It is a shame to think that a 
body of men was sworn in to work for the betterment of this county 
a year ago, and drew pay and mileage regularly without presenting 
anything more serious to show for what they were paid for than a 
couple of silly indictments that they could not help returning, and 
a number of recommendations that are not worthy of being taken 
seriously. The grand jury recommended that a number of minor 
employes should be removed. They should have recommended that 
the members of the grand jury should be removed, as the most 
useless of the lot. It is to be hoped that the next grand jury .will 
take itself less seriously and more honestly and endeavor to do what 
it i» paid ior, and what the members have sworn to do. 


So, with this, let the memory of the names of the just-discharged 


ignoble grand jury perish. Let them go back to their petty work.
